The whole free world is now alive with 
the urgency of the moment. Every new 
edition of the press and every new radio 
comment brings news of the insistent pres-

Soviet Officer Tells 
Of Nazi Air Tactics.

(By Wireless te Inter-Continent News) 

MOSCOW, July 15.—German air 
tactics in recent engagements are 
characterized by the conc2ntration 
of large numbers of aircraft in an 
effort to attain overwhelming su- 
periority and a clear road for land 
forces. The Germans are able to 
mass aircraft at each 
sector of the front

by extensive maneuvers of their 
air units. At sectors where prior 
to the t offénsive operations, 


they had to 70 machines, they 
have massed 500 to 600 aircraft 
for the beginning of the offensive. 

In preparing for spring and sum- 
mer operations this year, the Ger- 
mans abandoned their plan of a 
radical tion of their air 
force and tained three basic 
types of planes, namely Messer- 
schmidt 109, Junkers-88 and Jun- 
kers-52. The Germans prefer these 
machines although they have new 
types of fighters, bombers and 
transport planes of superior quality. 
The Germans have decided against 
replacing old types for new, fearing 
that such reorganization would re- 
duce the output of their aircraft 
ustry and consequently reduce 
number of planes in the field. 

Having abandoned their plan of 
reorganization of the air force and 
despite’ heavy losses in the war 
against the USSR, the Germans 
were able to a considerable extent 
to replenish their air force and 
modernize the Messerschmidt-109

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To the men and women of Russia's film studios, the 
war is a full-time job. When they are not in the studios 
making films about it, they are a. the front, fighting it. 

This dual role of soldier and civilian was brought home 
by the recent death at Sevastopol of war correspondent 
Eugene Petrov, whose dispaiches were published here by the North 
American newspaper Alliance. Petrov was not only one of Russia's 
great novelists, he was also a film writer whose scripts included 
“Musical Story,” which is still playing to American audiences. 


Journalist Leonov Lost Eye 

The United Press dispatch feporting Petrov’s death also noted 
that Leonid Leonov, another top-ranking Soviet writer. lost one eye 
while fighting on the Leningrad Front. Leonov is one of the six script 
writers who contributed to the making of “This Is the Enemy,” cur- 
rently playing its first American engagement at the Stanley Theatre. 

Leonov, however, is not the only one of the co-workers on the 
film to go all out. Mikhail Rosenberg, young author who wrote two 
of the film's five dramatic episodes, died on the defenses before Len- 
ingrad. For months Rosenberg poured ell his energies into film work, 
eating and sleeping in the studio when necessary. He knew the im- 
portance of sharp, bitter, clear-headed morale films which would 
express the hatred and unswerving wil to resist felt by his people. 
Eventually he concluded that movies weren't enough. The enemy 
needed his personal attention, and they got it, to his last breath, 
after his enlistment in a volunteer detachment. 

Boris Schlichting, who plays a rapacious Nazi soldier in the Yugo- 
la vian incident of “This Is the Enemy,” withdrew from the studio
